S a n F r a n c is c o , June 13th.—The City 
Hall Commissioner» held another special 
meeting this morning for the purpose of 
continuing 
the 
investigation 
into the 
crooked work done in the walls of the 
McAUister-street wing. 
Architect Wright’s report upon the con­ 
dition of the walis was then read. It is as 
follows: 
San F rancisco, Ju n e 12,1890. 
To the Honorable Board of City Hall Commis­ 
sioners—G e n t l e m e n : H aving been requested by 
his honor, the Mayor, to exam ine into the pres­ 
e n t conditiou of the w alis of the L arkiu-stieet 
or northw est wing of the New City H ail, I beg 
to state th at there have been up to the present 
tim e ab iu t forty-three openings m ade in differ­ 
ent parts of the structure. Of these about one- 
fourth have been lound filled w ith rubbish in 
greater or less quantity. In about one-fifth de­ 
tective brick-work was revealed, w hile the rest 
of the work exam ined appeared to have been 
properly laid. In m ost ot th e places found d e­ 
fective. the walls can be repaired and rendered 
sufficiently strong for the w eights they have to 
carry, as there is an abundant 
m argin of 
strength to insure the stability of the structure. 
The most serious defects, however, have been 
found to be in the four great piers supporting 
the heavy iron girders, nearly 100 lest long, 
w hich span the w ing from side to side. These 
piers w ill have to carry at least 150 tons each, 
and m ust be well b uilt from bottom to top. 
They have been found filled w ith rubbish for a 
part of their bight, and should be taken down 
to the bottom ot the present steel beam s on the 
floor below and be rebuff in the best m anner in 
cem ent m ortar, in accordance w ith the strict 
term s of the contract. 
The tw o piers adjoining the old work have 
also be-, n found filled with rubbish and should 
he taken down and rebuilt so as to render the 
connections of the new w ith the old work as 
perfect as possible. 
The work on the story below has been found 
to be in good condition as regards the exterior 
w alls, and m ay be considered sound construc­ 
tion. 
The defective arch in th is story in one of the 
interior walls can be taken dow n and rebuilt, 
and the other defects in this portion of the 
building can be rem edied w ithout difficulty. 
1 have exam ined the work in the basem ent 
of the building and found it of good m aterials 
and w orkm anship throughout. Very respect­ 
fully subm itted, 
J ohn Wright. 
A communication from contractors Rich­ 
ard McCann and Thomas C. Riddell was 
then read. It was devoted to explaining 
Hauks' connection with the disclosures.

After this the Commission heard the 
testtmonyof various witnesses, all of which 
was to the elfect that Hanks was a bad. bad 
man, and that it was he who stufled the 
walls. Affidavits to the same eCect were 
read, sworn to by persons who could not 
be present, including one by Hanks' step­ 
mother, who says that even in bis boy­ 
hood Hanks was vicious and malicious. 
Mayor Pond expressed himself as being 
strenuously opposed to the introduction of 
such evidence. He thought McCarthy had 
hurt his case by doing so. “The proper 
thing for McCarthy to have done,” said 
the Mayor, “ was to have had Hanks er- 
rested when be discovered that a crime had 
been committed, and then the evidence of 
his previous character would have been 
proper." 
At the conclusion of the taking of testi­ 
mony the Commission adjourned until 
Monday.

San F rancisco, June 13th.—LaEt night a 
slight youDg woman with an attractive 
countenance stationed herself at the ferry 
gate, after first inquiring of the ticket col­ 
lector whether he had seen a tall man, with 
a long, dark Deanl, pass through to the 
boa’, and receiving a reply in the pegative. 
About 3 o'clock the man for whom she bad 
been looking made his appearance, accom­ 
panied by a small woman and another 
m ac. The waiting woman went up to 
him. twined her fingers in his beard and 
began to upbraid him for deserting her. 
He answered her roughly and threw her 
front him, passing on into the waiting-room 
with his companions. The woman fol­ 
lowed, and seemed determined to prevent 
his going away if possible.

The clouds suddenly burst and caused 
a rapid rise in the creek. Farmers say 
that the creek rose two feet per minute, 
and the water looked like a wail twenty- 
five feet high when it got to the railroad 
fill. 
Irwin’s portable sawmill was lifted from 
its fastenings and with over 100 big logs 
hurled violently against the railroad stone 
culvert. This is probably what caused it 
to give way. The creek raised two feet 
higher than it has been in forty yeais. 


BO STON’S 
E L E V A T E D R O A D . 


E x citin g S cen e D u rin g th e S en a te C om ­ 
m itte e 's B rib ery In v estig a tio n . 


B o s to n , June 13th.—The Senate com­ 
mittee appointed to investigate the charges 
of bribery in connection with the Elevated 
Railroad, now before the Legislature, be­ 
gan its public hearing yesterday. 
F. E. Sanderson, of Boston, testified that 
in a conversation on May 5 i between him- 
seli and L P. Hagar, a lobbyist, and Sen­ 
ator Fassett, with reference to the People's 
Elevated Railroad, Senator Fassett said 
there was a proposition between himself 
aud Hagar whereby he could secure the 
votes of ten Senators at $10.000 each, the 
money to be given them provided the Peo­ 
ple's Company secured a charter. 
A meet­ 
ing was arranged between Senator Fassett 
and the financial men of the company the 
next day, from which witness was ex­ 
cluded. Witness had an arrangement with 
Hagar by which the latter was to work for 
the People’s Company. He was to have 
money to use upon triends for banquets, 
etc., and to entertain members, and he was 
to have $10.000 in cash if he secured the 
charter. He spent for lunches about $700. 
At an interview with Senator Fassett wit­ 
ness said the Senator wanted the handling 
of $100,000 if the charter was granted. 
Moo.-e, propxie’or of the Manchester, N. 
H., Union and one of the petitioners of the 
People’s Elevated Railroad Enterprise, tes­ 
tified that at the interview described by 
Sanderson the conversation was introduced 
by the production of a list of members of 
the Legislature who were understood to be 
favorable to the People’s Company, and 
the impression made upon his mind was 
that the proposition was broached by the 
Senators. 
Lewis Hagar testified that he is the pub­ 
lisher of a commercial paper in Boston, 
and he was employed by the People's Com­ 
pany to look after the Senate. The agree­ 
ment was that he should have from San­ 
derson whatever money he desired for 
looking after the bill. Asked if he was 
present at the interview described, witness 
caused a commotion by a vehement reply 
in the negative, and. excitedly pointing to 
Sanderson, said: “I swear by that God 
whom we all reverence that the testimony 
introduced here by Sanderson and Moore 
is unqualifiedly a lie.” 


CURING T H E SICK . 


T h ou san d s o f A fflicted R u sh to F a th er 
M olliger’s C hurch. 


P i t t s b u r g , June 13th.—At least 10,090 
afflicted persons from all parts of the 
country gathered at 
Father 
Molliger's 
church, in Allegheny City, to day, to be 
healed and to take part in the celebration 
of St. Anthony's day. It was a curious 
assemblage of lame, 
deaf and 
blind. 
Drawn by reports of Father Molliger's 
miraculous cures, the afflicted began to 
arrive yesterday, and last night 5.000 were 
camped about the church, sleeping on the 
flo o rs, 
door-steps, porches and on the 
ground. 
The services began at daybreak and con­ 
tinued all day until late this evening. 
Thousands were unable to gain admis­ 
sion to the church and all day stood in the 
hot sun awaiting their turns to be cured. 
Father Molliger is a physician as well 83 
a priest, and does not claim any miracu­ 
lous powers, but is a firm believer in faith, 
coupled with his works. He charges noth­ 
ing for his prescriptions, but few left with­ 
out giving the church from twenty-five 
cents to $5. 


SEN SA TIO N A L C H ARG ES. 


W hy a B ritish S yn d icate S ale is B ein g 
O p p osed . 
C h ic a g o , June 13th.—The anticipated 
suit to prevent the consummation ot the 
proposed twen.y-million-dollar sale of the 
Union stock yards to an English syndicate, 
commenced before Judge Tuley this after­ 
no o n . 
Decidedly sensational charges are made, 
and the Court is asked to remove the pres­ 
ent officers of the corporation, appoint a 
receiver and issue an injunction restrain­ 
ing the proposed issue of bonds and sale 
of plant and stock. 
The complainant in the bill is Frank F 
Baker, a dealer at the yards and owner of 
over 150.000 sitares of the capita! stock. He 
makes the defendants Nathaniel Thayer of 
B 'stoti, the company's President: John B. 
Sherman, General Manager; George T. 
Williams, Secretary and Treasurer: J. C. 
Dennison. Assistant Secretary, and six of 
the best known railroad magnates in the 
United States, John Newell. Martin Hugh- 
itt, J. M. McCullough, J. C. McMullin. H. 
B Stone. R R. Cable and Stuyvesant Fish, 
Directors of the Union Stock Yards and 
Transit Company. 
The other defendants are Russel! Monrce 
and Richard Olnev. the promoters of the 
enterprise, to buy ¿he yards; the London 
Contract Company, to whom it is proposed 


to make the sale; the Centra! Trust Com 
pany of New York, to which the mortgage 
was to be given, and Wm. K. Vanderbilt, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. John R. Hoxie, of 
Texas, and James H. Ashley, who, with 
President Thayer and Manager Sherman 
own a majority of the stock. 
The bill charges that the defendants are 
inspired with the sole intention of selling 
the property for little over half its actual 
value: that they then propose to depreciate 
the value of the stock and run property 
value down until it reaches a minimum 
then, when the smail stockholders are 
frozen out, the manipulators intend to buy 
the plant and good will comparatively tor 
a mere song. 
* 
Baker asserts that the stock is intrin­ 
sically and actually worth $200 per share, 
whereas it is proposed to sell to the syndi­ 
cate for $150 per share, of which only the 
bare cash value, $100, is cash. 
Among other points made in the bill are 
that the purchasing company, the London 
Contract Company, and the Central Trust 
Company are alien 
corporations, over 
which the Courts here can have not juris­ 
diction; furthermore, being British corpor­ 
ations they have no community of interest 
with the Western stockholders, etc. 
Judge Tuley referred the matter to the 
Master in Chancery for hearing. 


M ILTIM O R E 
C O U R T -M A R TIA L. 


M ore E r id e o c e A b ou t T h ose R en ts and 
L ea ses Y esterd ay. 
T u cson (Ariz.j, June 13th.—At the Mil- 
timore Court-mar:ial to-day Captain True 
completed his evidence for the prosecu­ 
tion. He testified that the lowest bid he 
had received for rent for the office for the 
two Paymasters and Quartermasters was 
$75 per month. This would have to be 
added to the pay for the night watchman, 
which would bring the total expenses con­ 
siderably above the amount now paid, 
which is believed to be exorbitant. 
Captain Murray of the Fourth Cavalry 
testified that Miltimore told him on sev­ 
eral occasions that the property in which 
he (Miltimore) resided was his own.

W a sh in g to n , June 13th.—The House 
Committee on Reform in Civil Service, 
which conducted the investigation into the 
charges against the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion, held a meeting to-day and agreed 
upon a report. The committee says: “We 
find: First—Commissioners Roosevelt and 
Thompson discharged their duties with 
entire fidelity aud integrity. Second—The 
official conduct of Commissioner Lyman 
has been characterized by a laxity of disci­ 
pline in the administration of the affairs 
of the Commission, and is therefore cen­ 
surable. 
“\o u r committee will at once investi­ 
gate the workings of the system and pre­ 
sent a subsequent report when the investi­ 
gation is completed.’’ 
The committee submitted a resolution 
that a copy of the report of the testimony 
be submitted to the President. 
Regarding the case of Alexander Camp­ 
bell, Commissioner Lyman s brother-in- 
law, the committee says it was clear that 
Campbell copied the questions furnished 
Fiyun, who gave instructions to persons 
desiring examinations, and that the ques­ 
tions were not obsolete. 
Campbell should 
have been dismissed. His retention indi­ 
cated gross laxity in discipline, and his 
promotion would 9eem not to have been 
defensible. The committee cannot accept 
as satisfactory the answer of Messrs. Ober- 
iy, Lyman and Doyle that they delivered 
questions which were obsolete. The omis­ 
sion to ascertain the truth was as repre­ 
hensible as to have disregarded it after it 
had been ascertained. 
The committee 
does not share the view that Commission­ 
ers Roosevelt and Thompson are deserving 
of censure for not having taken action in 
the Campbell case, when their attention 
was called to it. 
There was a concurrence 
of statement to them that the matter had 
been fully investigated, and in not taking 
further action the committee thinks thev 
were thoroughly justified. 
Respecting the course of the Commis­ 
sion in the case 
of Shidy, the Mil­ 
waukee 
Postoffiie 
emplove, 
who was 
discharged 
by • ex-I‘ostmaster 
I’aul 
for 
exposing frauds, the Commission 
says that it was apparent to the Cominis 
sion that Shidy was being punished tor 
exposing the truth, and they felt it their 
duty to aid him by their influence in se­ 
curing employment, and thereupon recom­ 
mended him for employment in the census 
office. The committee is unable to find 
anything to criticise in that behalf. The 
investigation of the alleged irregularities in 
the Milwaukee Postoffice, conducted by 
Doyle and Webster, disclosed an utter dis­ 
regard of the civil service law in that office. 
The failure to submit the result of that in­ 
vestigation to the President indicates either 
disinclination to discharge an odious 
duty or fear that such report would subject 
the Commissioner to censure. On the re­ 
organization of the Commission bv the ap­ 
pointment of Roosevelt and Thompson an 
investigation into the abuses and irregular­ 
ities of the Milwauke Postoffice was held at 
once and thoroughly. 
It is learned that Alexander Campbell 
has resigned his position as Clerk to the 
Commission.

created in this portion of Pennsylvania to­ 
day by the decision of an Armstrong 
County Judge in an original package case. 
A short time ago Charles Silverman 
opened an original-package store in Leech- 
bcrg, a local prohibition town. He acted 
as agent for a Cincinnati brewing company 
and disposed of a large quantity of beer. 
Silverman was promptly arrested and his 
trial came off before Judge Rayburn, at 
K irtanciD g, to day. 
The temperance people asserted 
that 
Silverman had violated the law by selling 
liquor without a license; also that he soid 
t > minors and men of intemperate habits. 
Silverman, who had sold only in kegs, 
half barrels and barrels, set up the original 
package decision in defense, and proved he 
had not sold to minors. 
Judge Rayburn, in his charge to the 
jury, refused to consider the evidence in 
regard to the violation of the local prohi­ 
bitory law, saying the question for the jury 
to decide was whether the packages were 
the identical 
and 
unbroken packages 
shipped from Ohio. If so, then Silverman 
had a right to make sales, according to the 
Supreme Court decision. If found guilty 
of selling to minors and intemperate men, 
the offense would come under State police 
regulations, for while the State might not 
prohibit the sale of original packages it 
could protects iis citizens. 
The jury acquitted .Silverman of the 
charge of selling without a license and to 
minors, but found him guilty of selling to 
persons of known intemperate habits. 
The liquor people, who have been in a 
hopeless minority in Armstrong county, 
are jubilant and say that original' packages 
can now flood every town in the State, and 
the high licenses paid by local dealers is 
practically money thrown away.

personal 
communications.

also 
charged that the Minister refused to trans­ 
mit the minutes of numerous Cabinet 
meetings between April aud September 
9th, at which the proposed treaty was dis­ 
cussed. 
The committee, continuing its report, 
stated that owing to the policy of the Min­ 
ister of Foreign Affairs it was unable tq de­ 
cide the question as to whether the Minis­ 
ters had beeu instigated in the first start of 
the treaty negotiations by the hope of has­ 
tening the annexation of Hawaii to thfr 
I nited States.

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FARM AID ORCHARD. 


INSECTS THAT 00 HOKE 0000 THAN 


W AR M TO FRUIT TREES. 


Buie for Apple Orchards—Horse* for 
Profit—Care of Ashes—Seasonable 
Hints—Farm Notes. 


Helen Wharburden, writing for the 
American Cultivator, says: “Not all of the 
insects which infest the gardens and 
orchards are injurious to the fruits, trees 
and shrubs. Like the birds of the air, there 
are many insects which do more good than 
harm, and their acquaintance should be 
cultivated as much as possible. There is 
constant war going on among the bugs and 
insects of the fields and orchards, and this 
war does more good toward keeping down 
the injurious ones than all of the London 
purple and Paris green that the farmer 
can spread over the shrubs and vines. The 
white faced hornet is probably the best 
friend to have in the orchard after all, 
although many consider this hot-tempered 
insect a great nuisance. If the garden is 
infested with slugs, the hornets will soon 
discover them, and a colony of the latter 
will soon destroy thousands of the slugs. 
They will fly about and take the slugs from 
the leaves and carry them to their nest. 
The amount of good that a colony of these 
hornets will do for a garden cannot be 
over-estimated, and the little trouble that 
they may do should be overlooked in view 
of the great benefit they may confer upon 
the owner of the plant. 
“The larger kinds of beetles, the lion 
beetle especially, are also very beneficial 
to the farmer, because their whole time is 
employed in destroying parasites, flies and 
grubs. These beetles are homely-looking 
things, and nearly everyone feels inclined 
to step on them and crush them whenever 
discovered, but they are the best friends 
of the orchardist and gardener. By all 
means let them live, even if their homely 
figures 
are 
unpleasant to look upon. 
Where a garden is infested with cut 
worms the lion beetles are of great value, 
for in the night time they hunt the cut 
worms untiringly. It is in the night 
time that the cut worms come forth to 
perform their destructive work, and it 
is also then that the beetles go forth 
on the war path. The tiger beetles are 
somewhat smaller than the former, but 
they do almost as good service for the 
farmer. Let a number of these loose 
near a tree infested with plant lice and 
they will soon rid the leaves of the pests. 
They eat an untold number of aphides, 
and do practically no harm themselves to 
anything that grows in the garden. The 
tiger beetles also prey upon other insects, 
and a few of the species devour the Colo­ 
rado potato beetle by the wholesale. The 
wheel bug and the soldier bug are also 
great enemies to many of the injurious in­ 
sects and flies. The mosquito hawk or 
dragon-fly destroys the plum curcnlio and 
pear slug and other destructive creatures. 
It would be well if every gardener under­ 
stood the nature and habits of the different 
bugs and insects, so that he could know 
which to destroy and which to let live. 
There is no doubt that many insects are 
destroyed each year through ignorance of 
their worth, which, if allowed to live, 
would prove of inestimable benefit to the 
agriculturist.” 


RULES FOR A PPL E ORCHARDS. 
For successful orcharding, there are 
many requisites to be observed which are 
given in extended articles, and which on 
account of their length the inexperienced 
are apt to overlook. They may therefore 
be more useful if condensed into the fol­ 
lowing thirty-eight brief rules: 
1. Select a good soil, such as will raise 
good farm crops. 
2. Make it mellow at once, or with 
previous mellowing crops. 
3. Hillsides or rocky places are admis­ 
sible only in case plenty of barn manure 
can be had for annual top-dressing. 
4. See that the land has good natural 
or artificial drainage. 
5. Choose young and vigorous trees, 
not over two years old from the graft. 
6 
See that ample roots are secured in 
dig^;ug—enough to stiffen the tree with­ 
out >• 'king and give ready growth. 
T. vvoid large, overgrown or stunted 
tree-, which have short roots, mutilated by 
digL ¡ sr. 
8. .Remember that a good supply of roots 
is more important than straight "stems or 
handsome heads. 
9. Procure well proved standard varie­ 
ties, and not new lauded sorts. 
10. If trees from a distance are partly 
dry when received, bury them for a week, 
top and all, in finely pulverized moist soil, 
to retsore them. 
11. Before setting out, dig li ,les broad 
enough to receive all the roots without 
bending. 
12. Use no manure, except on the sur­ 
face after setting or in the remute parts of 
large holes. 
13. In setting out, spread the roots out 
equally on all sides, at tbeir fuil length, and 
fill iu compactly with fine mellow earth. 
14. After set, shorten back the long 
shoots and thin 
out 
where too thick, 
giving a neat, even, moderate head. 
15. Always shorten back before the 
buds swell, and never when partly or 
wholly in leaf. 
lfi. Keep the ground for several feet 
around the newly set trees clean and 
mellow all summer. 
17. Keep the ground cultivated over the 
whole surface for six or eight years after 
transplanting: after which allow gra>s to 
grow only in case a good annual or bi­ 
ennial top-dressing of manure can be 
given. 
18. As the roots of growing trees are as 
long as their height, avoid the mistake of 
spading or manuring narrow circles around 
the foot of the stem, but cultivate the 
whole surface. 
19. Preserve a smooth, clear stem by 
promptly removing all suckers. 
20. Clover and sowed grain should never 
be allowed in young orchards; grass, if 
kept short and annually top-dressed with 
manure, is admissible; hoed crops, as com 
and potatoes, do well; and clear culture is 
best. 
21. In well-managed 
orchards much 
pruning is unnecessary, and when ¡>er- 
formed, do but little in any one year; 
thin the outside of the head "and not the 
center, and paint all wounds. 
22. I ndesirable fruit», or those proved 
unfitted to the climate, may be changed 
to good ones by grafting: several grafts, 
spread over the heads, will soon form 
bearing trees. 
For large trees, divide the 
graftiug through two or three seasons. 
23. 
For home use, set out good vari­ 
eties enough to keep up a constant suc­ 
cession from the midsummer kinds through 
autumn and winter, and of long-keepers 
to last through spring till the ripening 
o f strawberries. 
24. 1 or market choose such as bear 
heavy crojw of salable apples, and plant 
orchards only in such places as they suc­ 
ceed well in, and find a ready sale at the 
most profitable limes of the year. 
25. If trees are received ' when frozen, 
they will l>e killed if thawed in a ir : but 
if compactly buried in mellow soil l>efore 
thawing, they will not be injured. 
20. Mice are excluded in winter by a 
smooth, compact conical mound of soil 
around the stem of each tree, to be leveled 
again in spring. 
27. Old trees may be pushed into new 
life and bearing by top-dressing well a 
circle of two rods diameter about them, 
and pruning out dead shoots. 
28. As soon as a young orchard is set 
out, register the varieties in an account- 


book, otherwise, the label being lost be­ 
fore bearing, loss and confusion of names 
will result. 
I 
29. Tools for cultivating orchards with- ‘ 
out tearing up roots are the Acme smooth- ' 
ing harrow, Share’s and disk harrow. 
30. 
Destroy codling moths by spraying ¡ 
with Paris green and Loudon purple, and 
punch borers in their holes with flexible 
wire. 
« 
31. Farmers who allow cattle to break 
into their young orchards should remem­ 
ber that fences are as important as manure. 
32. Planting in thin soil, setting trees 
hurriedly, and allowing weeds and grass 
possession of a hard and crusted earth, 
will not accumulate silver and gold. 
33. Planting large nursery trees, care­ 
lessly dug with short and mutilated roots, 
will prove unprofitable. 
34. Shortening back the heads of 
newly-transplanted trees after the opening 
of the leaves, instead of before the swell­ 
ing of the buds, checks the growth and 
seriously injures them. 
35. Allowing weeds and grass to grow 
in young orchards invites mice and stunts 
the trees. 
36. Permitting suckers to grow around 
the trunks, and thus making a wasteful 
brush-heap, spoils the trees. 
37. Setting young orchards in meadows 
and grain fields often destroys them. 
38. Pruning too much at a time, in­ 
stead of a light pruning in successive years 
if needed, injures the vigor of trees.— 
Country Gentleman. 


HORSES FOR PROFIT. 
Profits in horse raising are variously un­ 
derstood and misunderstood. The demand 
for good horses of every description in this 
country shows that there is a good field 
open for those who enjoy raising animals 
for profit. Probably there is no more pro­ 
fitable stock to raise than good horses. To 
compute the cost in a rough way, one is 
astonished to find the small expense at­ 
tached to the work. It costs more to buy 
a gefed horse than to raise a good one. 
During the first four or five years the colt 
is a dead loss to the farmer, but no more 
so than the steer. At that age the colt 
will sell for nearly twice or three times 
the price that the best steer will bring. 
If kept on the farm the colt will from the 
fourth year on pay his own way, while his 
value increases for a time. But all of 
this 
presupposes 
good 
colts, 
which 
can only be raised from good parent 
stock, and by the expenditure of some 
time and labor. It pays to get a good 
thing in horses, and then to try to im­ 
prove the stock. In many ways a fall colt 
is better than a spring colt, and will be a 
less tax on the mare. 
When a week old the young colt should 
be halter-broken, and this means that she 
is half broken. They should be accus­ 
tomed to separation from the' mother 
when very young for short periods, and as 
they grow older the separation will not be 
felt so much. The colts should be fed so 
as to keep them strong and healthy, but 
guard against making them fat. Many 
colts suffer from the overfeeding of corn 
which they receive. Bright hay or fodder 
and a little oats and bran each day should 
be fed as well as corn. They do well when 
turned out in the pasture lots where they 
can get exercise, sunshine and plenty of 
grass. On the treatment of them during all of 
this time will depend largely their future 
good and usefulness. If taught to love 
and like their master thev will always 
be the same, but if forced to fear 
him they will ever be shy and unruly. 
Half of the colts are ruined during 
the three or four years when they are 
being 
prepared 
’ for 
future 
work. 
Like the education of many school boys 
they are neglected or ill treated, forming 
their characters for a life time. Above 
and before all animals that are raised on 
the farm, colts need the greatest kindness 
and good treatment.— Practical Fanner. 


M ANURE HANDLING MADE EASY. 
Among the many ways and means of 
cleaning the cow stable, observes a Rural 
New Yorker writer, I have noticed two 
which I have never seen described in 
print. In one case a track was hung from 
the timbers over the manure gutter, likte 
those used with a horse hay fork. From 
this track where it ended at the door a 
wire rope extended across the barn-yard to 
a heavy post at the back of the shed at 
which the manure was all kept under 
cover. Hanging from the track was a box 
swung like a hay fork; this just cleared 
the door-sill as it ran out, so that not 
much pitching was required to fill it from 
the gutter. This box-car was given a 
smart push and ran out to a block on the 
wire rope where it hit a bar across the 
shed, which loosened a catch letting it 
turn over. There being a slight up-hill 
slope to the shed, momentum took the car 
there, and gravitation brought it back to 
the stable door, where it was received, the 
box turned over, the catch adjusted, and 
the operation repeated until the stable was 
cleaned. 
In the other case, in the stable there 
was a very deep gutter, large enough to 
hold all the manure made in a week. This 
was covered with a grating floor. Each 
day a little plaster and enough dry muck 
to absorb all the urine were thrown on the 
manure. At the end of the gutter a door 
was cut in the side of the barn, and the 
gutter extended a little beyond the side of 
the stable, so that it projected over a wagon 
backed up or driven alongside. A scraper 
like a hoe, a very little narrower than the 
gutter, was used. The grating floor turned 
up, the scraper was set back to a suitable 
distance, then a horse at the end of a rope 
hauled out into the cart or wagon a load, 
which was at once driven to the field and 
spread. A few hours’ work did all the 
stable cleaning for a week and loaded it on 
the wagon as well, all being done by horse­ 
power except the spreading, and even this 
could I^e “dodged” by usiug a manure- 
spreader, for the manure that goes through 
a grating is fine, and again, such a floor 
keeps cows clean and dry, and saves nine- 
tenths of the bedding. 


CARE 
OF ASHES. 
Statistics of in-urance companies show 
that the cause of an astonishing uumber of 
fires in country places is carelessness with 
ashes. In localities where wood is still 
the fuel, every one knows that covering a 
few live coals with fine ashes will preserve 
fire for a very long time. Live coals cov­ 
ered iti ashes in a wooden ash-barrel or 
bin will keep fire as long as in the fire­ 
place, and their presence not rarely mani­ 
fested by the burning of the barrel and the 
shed that contained it, if no greater loss 
result. 
Wood ashes are in themselves of 
sufficient value to warrant care in keeping 
from becoming injured by ex¡x>sure to the 
weather, and at a distance sufficient from 
buildings to prevent any possible danger. 
Ashes should always be taken up in iron 
vessels. The best ash-house we have seen 
was built of brick anil covered with an arch 
of brick. An opening was left in one end 
for the introduction of ashes, and another 
at the ground level, closed by an iron 
door, for the removal of the’ contents. 
Better let the ashes go to waste than to try 
to preserve them in any shed or other out­ 
building connected with the dwelling. 
Coal ashes are worth very little as a fer­ 
tilizer, but they are worth saving. 
Thev 
should be sifted daily, and the cinders and 
the fine ashes saved separately. The cin­ 
ders as a foundation, to be covered by the 
ashes and rolled, make a most excellent 
path or road. 
Their mechanical action 
upon stiff, heavy soil is beneficial.—Ameri­ 
ca* Agricultural. 


SEASONABLE HINTS. 
The season is now sufficiently advanced 
to warrant the planting of all tender vege­ 
tables. If egg plants are now set out they 
should be carefully watched, and if at­ 
tacked by the potato beetle should receive 
a dusting or sprinkling with diluted Paris j 
green. In planting Lima beans it is good : 
practice to set the seed downward. The • 
dwarf or bush Limas deserve a fair trial, 1 
and may be planted a foot apart in rows j 
two feet apart. Corn fertilized in the 


hills will get a better start before the 
warm weather, in which it makes the 
strongest growth. In setting out tomatoes 
each plant shonld have three feet of room, 
and when support is needed three stout 
stakes should be driven about each plant 
and about two and a half feet above the 
ground a barrel hoop should be nailed to 
them. The dwarf champion is of such a 
stocky habit that it does fairly well with­ 
out support. Celery plants can now be 
had of the dealers and if set out at once 
in a deep, moist soil may be had fit for 
the table in August. The cultivation 
should be the same as for a late crop ex­ 
cept that boards can be used to better ad­ 
vantage for blanching them than earthing 
up. Sweet potatoes will grow best in a 
sandy warm soil, and placed in this lati­ 
tude on slightly raised ridges about three 
feet apart and about one foot apart in a 
row. Succession crops of peas and beans 
may be sown and the seed of cabbage, 
cauliflower and kohlrabi may be sown for 
autumn crops.—Garden and Forest. 
FARM NOTES. 
Poultry droppings, well worked into the 
soil, make an excellent manure for melons 
and cantaloupes. 
Always water plants in the evening, and 
never when the sun is right over them. 
Do not water them too often. 
Do not use paris green on potatoes too 
frequently. It requires but a small quan­ 
tity to prevent damage from beetles,which 
should only he applied when required. 
Do not plant pumpkins near the melons. 
The pumpkins may be grown in the corn 
field if the grass and weeds are not in a 
condition to demand .too frequent cultiva­ 
tion. 
Sheep prefer short grass and thrive best on 
pastures that permit them to graze close to 
the ground. All fields with heavy growths 
of grass may be mowed to advantage before 
turning on the sheep. 
No pea excels the Champion of England 
in quality, but it is not as prolific as some 
varieties. It requires support for the vines. 
The Little Gem is an excellent pea to 
plant for a succession, the planting to be 
ten days apart. 
‘ 
There is nothing more ornamental to 
the front yard than an evergreen hedge, if 
it is kept neatly trimmed, but there is, on 
the contrary, nothing more unsightly if 
the hedge is neglected. All hedges should 
be kept in shape and well cut back 
To kill the peach-tree lice two or three 
applications of strong soapsuds should be 
sprayed on the trees. Sometimes the first 
application will suffice, but not always. 
The buds are destroyed and the limbs 
stripped. The young and tender growth 
being preferred. 
When pear trees do not grow rapidly 
they should have an application of wood 
ashes, while trimming the end of the young 
branches will induce them to send out 
shoots and thicken the tops. 
Sometimes 
the working around the trees with a cul­ 
tivator will give them a new start. 
No lawn can stand cropping continually 
without a fertilizer. Wood ashes make the 
best fertilizer fqr lawns that abound largely 
in white clover, while all lawns are bene­ 
fited by a mixture of wood ashes and super­ 
phosphate. In the fall the lawn shoula be 
well dressed with fine stable manure. 
Those who have made a specialty of nuts 
state that it pays to grow them, more espe­ 
cially if the tree is of a kind that can be 
converted into valuable lumber in the 
future. The larger such trees are the more 
valuable the land they occupy. 
Even if 
but a year or two old, they add greater 
value to the land. 
If seed does not germinate, procure seed 
from elsewhere. It is sometimes the case 
that seeds are damaged, not only by ex­ 
posure or by age, and a complete change 
may be beneficial. If the soil is cold, how­ 
ever, a large proportion of seed will rot in 
the ground for lack of sufficient warmth to 
induce germination. 
Instead of everlastingly propping up 
fruit trees, would it not be much better for 
the trees and for the present crop if a por­ 
tion of the fruit was picked off the over­ 
burdened branches? It is very hard to 
believe that any tree or the quality of the 
fruit can be benefited by the bearing of a 
load which means destruction without 
artificial support. 
It is claimed that rhubarb after it has 
wilted is much better for cooking purposes 
than that which is fresh and crisp, as the 
evaporating of the moisture seems to im­ 
prove its best qualities and reduce those 
which are considered deleterious. This 
will be welcome news to the shopkeepers, 
who have found much difficulty in dispos­ 
ing of wilted rhubarb. 
' 
However it may be with ducks in their 
wild state, when domesticated they are 
very tender, and liable to chill from wet 
and cold. It is quite likely the wild ducks 
thus often perish, for the duck is exceed­ 
ingly prolific, and its increase can bear 
much wastage that the successful poulterer 
should avoid. A good rule in feeding 
young ducks is never to give them water 
except to drink until five or six weeks old, 
nor even then if the weather is chilly. 
Good cattle and poor pastures will not 
prove profitable. The capacity of an ani­ 
mal should be utilized to its fullest ex­ 
tent, and to fail to provide it with every­ 
thing required to secure the greatest pos­ 
sible production from ■ the animal is to 
throw away the principal advantage in its 
ownership. Good stock will not thrive or 
prove profitable except under the most 
favorable conditions, chief among which is 
a full supply of food adapted to the pur­ 
pose required of the cow. 
Secretary T. S. Gold, of Connecticut, 
says that apple trees «hould be planted two 
rods apart in one direction and forty feet 
in the other. He says he never planted an 
orchard with trees so far apart that he was 
sorry he had got them so far, but he has 
planted may orchards where he has been 
sorry that he had got them so near to­ 
gether. An apple tree will grow very 
large and will spread a long distance in 
good soil. It is the large, spreading, well- 
developed trees that produce the most and 
best fruit.

Randall will introduce into that body one 
of the most picturesque men, both in ap­ 
pearance and in character, which it has 
known during the present generation. 
There are numerous interesting anecdotes 
of his life which already have found their 
way into public print, but it is not gener­ 
ally known that he is the man who acted 
as the escort of Charles Dickens upon the 
occasion of the great novelist’s visit to the 
Eastern Penitentiary of Pennsylvania—a 
visit the description of which was the 
cause of much of the denunciation in this 
country of that wonderfully inaccurate, if 
not maliciously incorrect work, “American 
Notes.” For more than fifty years—not 
forty, as has been generally reported—Mr. 
Vaux has been an Inspector of the Eastern 
Penitentiary, and he is now, as is well 
known, the President of its Board. For 
many years he has made daily visits, ex­ 
cept on Sundays, to the great prison, which 
is the only one in this country where soli­ 
tary confinement is practiced ’ The larger 
part of his later life has been given up to 
the study of not only the reformation of 
criminals, but to the all-important subjects 
of the causes of crime and criminal hered­ 
ity. 
In the theory that ofienses against 
society are in a larger percentage of cases

the results of inherited vice Mr. Vaux is 
a firm believer, and his works upon this 
and kindred subjects have made him a 
ruling penologist in Europe, as well as in 
this country. Yet of the system of soli­ 
tary confinement for criminals, of which 
this kind-hearted man is the pronounced 
advocate, Charles Dickens wrote, after a 
visit to the prison: “The system here is 
rigid, strict and hopeless solitary confine­ 
ment. I believe its effects to be "cruel and 
wrong.” The novelist followed this criti­ 
cism with statements of alleged facts 
which were then and now are absolutely 
without foundation, as, for instance, the 
assertion that a convict never sees the face 
of any one but that of his keeper, whereas 
at regular intervals visits are permitted by 
relatives. The story of Dickens’ visit to 
the Eastern Penitentiary has been related 
by Mr. Vaux in the graphic way that 
makes his conversation so charming. 
On the same vessel that brought Charles 
Dickens to this country, in 1841, was Cap­ 
tain Harry Ingersoll. of Philadelphia, son 
of Charles J. Ingersoll, one time member 
of Congress from Philadelphia. When 
the English novelist arrived in the Quaker 
city, Captain Ingersoll invited him to dine 
at his house, and among those summoned 
to meet him there was the host’s cousin, 
Richard Vaux, then Recorder of the city 
and also one of the Inspectors of the East­ 
ern Penitentiary. After the ladies had 
left the table and the gentleman were en­ 
gaged in that post-prandial discussion so 
dear to the well-fed and well-wined man, 
Dickens said he had a strong desire to 
visit the Eastern Penitentiary. 
“Why, my dear sir,” said’ CaDtain In­ 
gersoll, “you could not have expressed 
your desire more opportunely. Here is 
the Recorder, who is the very person to 
have the entire institution thrown open to 
you, and who, I am sure, will be delighted 
to gratify you; will you not, Mr. Vaux ?” 
“I certainly will not,” was the young 
Recorder’s sententious reply. 
“Why not ?” asked the host in surprise. 
“Well,” answered Mr. Vaux, “foreigners 
come over here and are shown the various 
things of public interest we possess, and 
when they return home they generally 
write a book in which they relate how we 
pressed this information and that upon 
them and sadly bored them. This gentle» 
man,” inclining his head toward Dickens, 
“is a writer of books, and I presume that 
when he returns home he will place in 
print his impressions of us. Now, I, for 
one, do not propose to afflict him with any 
burdensome knowledge about our public 
institutions.” 
“I assure you, Mr. Vaux,” said Dickens, 
pleasantly, “that you do my desire in this 
matter great injustice. I am entirely seri­ 
ous and earnest when I say that the two 
things in this country I wish most to see 
are Niagara Falls and the Penitentiary in 
this city.” 
“That being the case, sir,” responded 
the Recorder, “I’ll gladly arrange for your 
visit to the prison.” 
The next day Mr. Vaux requested all 
the Inspectors to be in attendance at the 
Penitentiary, and also invited a number of 
literary men, including Louis A. Godey 
and Morton McMichael, to participate in 
the tour of inspection. The distinguished 
stranger was shown every portion of the 
admirably arranged structure; everything 
was thrown open to him, as he franklv 
confesses in his “Notes.” When the tour 
was ended, all the gentlemen assembled in 
the private office of the Inspectors and 
indulged in pleasant conversation. 
The 
firet words spoken were uttered by Charles 
Dickens, and were addressed to Matthew 
L. Bevan, the venerable President of the 
Board of Inspectors. “Mr. Bevan,” he 
said, “of all the public institutions I have 
visited, this is the only one where the ra­ 
tions of the governors’to the governed ap­ 
pear to l>e those of parent to child.” What 
can be thought of the sincerity of a man 
who could give strong testimony to the 
commendable character of the Eastern 
penitentiary system and then afterward 
revile it in public print! 
Nor was this all. Mr. Bevan, I should 
explain, was a man overflowing with the 
milk of human kindness. He was as em­ 
inent in his day as Stephen Girard was in 
his. While not possessed of any particu­ 
lar knowledge bearing upon the "cares ami 
custody of criminals, he entered into the 
the duties of his office from a single desire 
to do good to his fellow men. He said to 
Mr. Dickens that he felt deeply gratified 
by the wordi that he had uttered ; that the 
Inspectors endeavored earnestly to da what 
was best for the unfortunate people placed 
in their charge; that naturally they found 
their path beset with difficulties, "because 
men unlearned in tlie devious wavs of 
crime found it somewhat difficult to "fully 
understand the uatnre and character of 
men whose lives consisted of little else 
than deceit, and whose moral perceptions 
were dumb; but that the Inspectors la­ 
bored to the best of their ability to fashion 
something better from this material, and 
every reason to be gratified with the re­ 
sults of their work. All this and much 
more of the same import Mr Bevan said 
in his serious, earnest way. Duiing this 
discussion Dickens listened attentively and 
uttered not a word. When the venerable 
President had closed, he said: “This is all 
most interesting, sir, and 1 thank you for 
the information you have given me.” Not 
a word of criticism fell front his lips. 
Not a further inquiry that might have 
dispelled any errors he might have been 
laboring under was heard. When he 
got back to England he belied his 
expressed laudations and wrote things 
that will ever stain his reputation for 
fairness and veracity. 
It is rather a trite subject to refer to the 
prisoner whom the great novelist made fa­ 
mous by his pity, and who afterward be­ 
came known as “Dickens Dutchman,” and 
yet there are features of the marvelous 
manner in which he gave the lie to the 
story of “Boz,” which Mr. Vanx told me, 
of which he is a part, and which may not 


be generally known. The reminder that 
this man, Charles Langheimer, was one of 
the prisoners with whom Dickens con­ 
versed, and of whose condition he drew 
such a mournful picture, is scarcely neces­ 
sary. 
He compared the little "garden 
leading into the main cell to a grave. “A 
more dejected, 
heart-broken, wretched 
creature tt would be difficult to imagine. I 
never saw such a picture of forlorn afflic­ 
tion and distress of mind,” wrote Dickens, 
and later on he added: “I never saw or 
heard of any kind of misery that impressed 
me more than the wretchedness of this 
man.” What a 
spectacle! This poor 
creature being driven into his grave by 
the heartless regulations of the system of 
solitary confinement! That was" in 1841. 
In 1870 Dickens died. 
In 1S85 Charles 
Langheimer was still alive. But that is 
not all the tale. When the novelist saw 
the German thief he was serving his second 
term of imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
After that he served twelve more, or four­ 
teen in all, in the same institution. I 
once saw him in the Quarter Sessions after 
he had been sentenced to a brief imprison­ 
ment in the county prison. With tears 
pouring down his cheeks he begged to be 
sent back to the penitentiary, even though 
his time had to be doubled. His request 
was granted. 
With Langheimer stealing was a dis­ 
ease. Mr. Vaux tell me that at one time 
he could have trusted him to carry a 
thousand dollars in gold to bank, but upon 
his return if he saw a doorway open he 
could not resist the temptation to enter it 
and pick up the first thing he could lay 
his hands on. After his last imprison­ 
ment, his daughter, who is married to a 
very respectable man, refused to have any­ 
thing more todo with him. He was thin 
80 years of age and without a penny. He 
was given an order of entrance to the 
alms-house. With this in his hand he 
entered Mr. Vaux’s office and said: “See 
what I have come to. Please don’t let me 
go to the alms-house. Send me out to the 
prison. It is the only good home I ever 
had. Please send me back there.” 
If Dickens could have heard these words 
I wonder what he would have said. 
“Charley,” said Mr. Vaux, “I don’t 
know whether or not the Warden can take 
you in, and then, too, you are a dreadful 
nuisance. But if you will promise to be­ 
have yourself you can go out to the prison 
and ask the Warden if he can find room 
for you.” 
He presented himself and made his re­ 
quest, and nieaded earnestly that it might 
be gran tea. 
Finally the good-hearted 
Warden said: “Well, if you behave your­ 
self, I guess we can find room for you and 
enough for you to eat.” The old man 
actually leaped for joy and tore his alms­ 
house oass into bits, which Mr. Cassidy, 
the Warden, afterward 
collected 
and 
pasted together, and the card is now one 
of the curiosities of the big building. The 
next time Mr. Vaux visited the prison he 
met Langheimer, who began one of his 
customary complaints—similar probably 
to that which deceived Dickens—this 
time the trouble being of an alleged rheu­ 
matic character. Mr. Vaux jocosely seized 
him by the shoulders and shook him until 
he screamed. The next time they met 
the old man said laughingly, “Mr. Vaux, 
shake all the rheumatism out of me?” 
But in a few days the pains of old age, 
whose meaning he did not understand, re­ 
turned with renewed violence, and he sent 
for the \Y arden. When Mr. Cassidy saw 
him in his cell he knew that poor Lang- 
heimer’s time had come, and two hours 
later he quietly breathed his last in the 
prison *n which he had spent the greater 
part of a prolonged life. Solitary con­ 
finement had permitted him to die of old 
age.

NAMES OF NEGROES. 


The Curious Nomenclature That Orig­ 
inated in Plantation Ufe. 
[From the Philadelphia Times.] 
Of course, on every plantation there 
were several negroes of the same name, 
and the negroes, who are apt at such 
things, used various and curious sobri­ 
quets to distinguish them. On my father’s 
place there were An’ Taller Liza, An’ 
Black Liza, and An’ Pop-eyed Liza, An’ 
Unker Big Jake, Unker Little Jake, and 
Unker Knock-kneed Jake. 
There were 
in one family three generations of Bens, 
all possessed of a mental or physical in­ 
firmity. _ The old man, who had been 
kicked in the head by a mule, was crazy. 
He spent his davs and pretty nearly all 
his nights standing under a broad china 
tree preaching of the judgment day. He 
was tinker Fool Ben. His son, a middle- 
aged man, afflicted with an ulcer that 
made him lame, was Unker Hoppin’ Ben. 
The grandson, who trembled with the 
palsy and, besides, was simple-minded, was 
Unker Chilly Ben. 
Though able-bodied, 
he was never required to do any work, and 
wandered about the place without let or 
hindrance. 
At the close of the war a large majority 
of the Southern negroes assumed the name 
of the family to which they belonged, get­ 
ting it fearfully twisted some times, as, for 
instance, Grim for Graham, Buskey for 
Arowbuski, etc. 
Some went back in 
search of names to their former owners in 
Virginia or Carolina, who had either lost 
them through debt or raised them to be 
sold to the negro speculator, who brought 
them further South to be sold again to 
work the cotton and rice plantations. In 
this way you will find the grandfather of 
a family hearing the name of his old mas­ 
ter in Virginia, the son that of his owner 
at the close of the war, while the grandson 
assumes some fanciful name suggested by 
cireumstances. 
So I know an old man 
calling himself Jim Sanders. His son is 
Jim James, Jr. There is not nor never has 
been a Jim James, Sr. His son, again, is 
Jim Grandson. I pon the plantations you 
still occasionally come across the once 
familiar names of Sambo, Cuffee, Dinah, 
Sukey, etc., but very rarely even there; 
Grandisons, Mortimers, Leilas, Natalies, 
etc. have taken their places. 
Bible names, with explanatory prefixes 
and suffixes, are great favorites among the 
devout portion of the negro community. 
The man who works my garden is King 
David Jousing. My wood-cutter is the 
Rev. Solermon Wiseman, who. like St. 
Paul, does not disdain with his own hands 
to minister to his necessities. Beside tlie^e, 
I number among my acquaintances the 
Rev. Simon Surrender and Holy Taber­ 
nacle, Brother John the Baptist Tubbs, 
and Elder William Wineglass, a some­ 
what intemperate name for the calling. 
Among the more secular are Jack Hvena 
and Prince Albert Hardtimes. a háppv 
equality between the aristocrat and the 
plebian. The lusty young negro, who, 
with Webster’s spelling-book and a hick­ 
ory, teaches the colored idea how to shoot, 
has chosen the name of Professor Sam 
Cape of Good Hope. A black Vulcan, 
hammering sparks from his anvil, dubs 
himself Samson Lightning. The butcher’s 
boy, who comes whistling into the yard 
with his basket upon his arm and has a 
face as black as ebony, answers to the 
name of Ivory Temple." A little colored 
female tramp from the country, who comes 
to me once a week, totin' a bundle of 
lighter'd on her head, which she offers to 
to exchange for “a nick or two empty 
flasses" (flasks), announces herself as Miss 
Annerlizcr Purse. An empty purse, evi­ 
dently, for she never fails to'wind up the 
trade by asking : “Ain’t yer got nuthin’ 
t’ eat ver kin give me

On Sunday last Rev. C. P. Massey spoke 
from Hebrews xiii., 8: “Jesus Christ, the 
same yesterday and to-day and forever," 
and sa id : 
It is my thought for this occssion to pre­ 
sent in a rational, but at the same time in 
a thoroughly reverential and sympathetic, 
m anner such an estimate of the life ami 
character of Jesus of Nazareth as can be 
appropriated by all canáid-minded m ea 
and women who, seeing in Jesus the m ani­ 
festation of a great truth, are desirous of 
applying it to the furtherance of' religious 
practice, without being called upon to do 
violence to the dictates of an intelligent 
and discrim inating reason. 
Speaking to this p-oposition, Mr. Massey 
proceeded to present a thoughtful argu­ 
m ent as to the character and office of Jesus, 
front which we quote the following : 
We possess moral instincts which are 
doubtless independent of intellectual con­ 
victions, but in those fields of investigation 
in which the intellect iscom petent to weigh 
testim ony and give judgm ent, any purely 
emotional proor which should assume to 
contradict the evidence of our reason must 
be regarded with unequivocal distrust; 
and, quoting the great poet, we can say: 
“Sure. He that made us with such large dis­ 
course, 
LookiugAiefore and after, gave us not 
That capability and God-like reason 
To fast iu us unused .” 
It we were called upon, however 
state our intelligent conviction of 
to 


motives that underlie all faithful c 'td u c t ' 


fiuence of Christ, but a spontaneous ato 
propr.ation 
of 
the* essential truths H e 
taught, the solidar ty of man, which di­ 
visions of race or language or estate do uot 
invalidate; 013 common brotherhood, the 
common fatherhood of God, and m an's 
spiritual inclusion in a higher life through 
tne practice of obedience and faith. 
This is essentia' Christianity, and all that 
is vital and vigorous in it rests upon th is 
foundation of truth. 
But confused with i 
this, there are intellectual beliefs by which j 
those moral intuitions have been'supple- ! 
mented. uud although made the subject of j 
confession, aud although ass?nt to them is ' 
made the condition of church fellowship in 
the great maj irity of Christian associations, 
as an anim ating motive they are without 
authority in reference to anything pertain- ' 
ing to a practical religions iiie. 
Now -it is to bring our intelligence to ' 
bear upon all the questions which underlie 
our religious belief that seems to be our 
duty as regards ourselves and all others 
who are iu a position to be benefited 
by 
our 
explanation. 
And 
such an 
efl >rt 
has 
within 
it great 
potencies 
for good if legitimately condncled. Strong 
as the church may be representative as it 1 
may be of the worth and influence of the ! 
time, it makes Du: a languid appeal to j 
m uch else of active and vigorous ictelli- > 
gence, which, imbued with the spirit of a 
newer age, ret uses to have religion m edi­ 
ated to it by methods which art- seen to be 
different in philosophical or historical ac­ 
curacy. 
To meet this aggres-ive thought there are 
systems enongb out of which the senti­ 
ments of reverence and devotion have been 
alm ost entirely excluded, and which as­ 
sign the problems they present simply to 
the intellect, a3 though intellectual judg­ 
m ents were all upon which man need care 
to rely. Such methods are ever likely to 
be iconoclastic, destructive of that which, 
with such an accumulation of toil and 
thought and prayer, man has established 
on an entirely different 
foundation of 
proof. 
Christianity is a spiritually intellectual 
interpretation of hum an life, and not a 
merely rationalizing system 
To compass 
with a definition what Jesus was, either in 
the interest of the orthodox or the liberal 
faith, we conceive to be entirely beyond 
the powers of hum an reason. To attem pt 
such a lim iting definition for ourselves, 
while realizing the miraculous influence 
his life has exerted, would, I think, be the 
act of unpardonable effronterv. For has 
the world been ever so rich in practical il­ 
lustrations of spiritual truth that it can 
reasonably refuse to him 
the 
title of 
Teacher, or considering the exceptional 
and surpassing gr atness of his help to 
m ankind, <utn scrupulously decline to’ en­ 
throne him as the Savior of the race ? 
Is 
it not true that in considering the problem 
of religion, and endeavoring to work it out 
on its hum an side, in J,su s we have 
hum anity at its highest religious power, 
and if we think that problem is to be 
worked out on the diviue side, still of all 
words and lives in which we find a m ani­ 
festation of the divine. Christ is the high­ 
est and the clearest? Is it an error of 
judgm ent, a purely superstitious concep­ 
tion of what Jesus was, that the world's 
best life has kept referring itself back to 
him as its originating and sustaining influ­ 
ence? 
These various honors can all be attrib­ 
uted to him , and titles of reverence and re­ 
spect aud appreciation bestowed upon him 
without transcending the limits of rational 
belief. To do all this comes far short of 
calling him the Almighty God, of address­ 
ing our supplication to him , of creditmg 
him with a method of artificial atonement, 
and making him not one manifestation of 
that divinity which has frequently ap­ 
peared upon this earth, though doubtless 
in far lesser gnise, but the only and all ex­ 
cluding expression. 
But is there no mystery in the world, 
does life present no problems whose solu­ 
tion is seen to be forever beyond our finite 
powers, is there nothing borne into us of 
spiritual suggestion through all the loving 
relations in which we find ourselves placed, 
has moral duty no intim ation of a law­ 
giver. and are we so satisfied with temporal 
associations that could they continue for­ 
ever they would be conceived as offering 
an opportunity for full exploration in 
fields our im agination so confidently pict­ 
ures, that we can afford to bring the 
methods of intellectual accuracy to bear 
upon the character of Jesus and be satisfied 
that what we have asserted is nuassailably 
true? 
But tem pering our intelligence with our 
reverence, let us look at this m atter of 
Jesus as the proclaim erof spiritual truth 
w ithout going the entire length ol ascrib­ 
ing Deity to him . 
It mav be tba; such a 
conception carries with it'a small signifi­ 
cance to your minds, but it is wonderful 
in a superlative sense of the word, and the 
wonder is higbtened when we consider 
w hat Jesus was, his ancestry, his epoch, 
and his surroundings. 
Even in lower 
fields of thought there are men who stand 
for us in the capacity of revelators. How 
m any of us would ever penetrate beyond 
the surface of things 
to abstract' first 
irinciples 
but for 
gifted minds 
wbo, 
lending intelligence with intuitioD. pre­ 
sent the truth to us in unassailable form ? 
Aud yet revelators is hardly the word. 
They are prim arily discoverers and philos­ 
ophers on a lower plane. 
Thus we have 
Adam Smith in political science, Bacon iu 
inductive reasoning, 
Euclid in 
m athe­ 
matics. Copernicus in astronomy, Newton 
in physics, 
and Darwin in evolution. 
But 
in 
Jesus 
we have 
som ething 
widely different. 
There was no ap­ 
pearance of investigation; the data as 
we understand them now from which the

ing. 
Among gam bling tragedies Prince Melis- 
•-uno - death stands out as a warning to 
those who make too free with “la Dame tie 
Pique. 
H ere was a man popular iu all 
classes 01" society, well born, and possessing 
a considerable fortune, but the day came 
when “quinze" end baccarat left him high 
and dry, and he was unable to pay his 
debts of honor. 
Then his name was posted 
j in the looking-glass of the salon of the Iiue 
Royale. 
W hen the Prince caught sight of 
it he smashed the looking-glass to atoms 
w ith one blow from his cine, aud then 
there was a scandal. 
Prince Melissano, 
who occupied a room at the club, sent a 
few days later for his coiffeur, and, having 
been carefully shaved, and in American 
parlance, “fixed,’’ he dressed him self in 
evening clothes and then put a bullet 
through his heart. 
Thus was another life 
aud the li'e of 0 deservedly popular man, 
sacrificed to the demands of Dame For­ 
tune. 
To descend to a lower scale of club in 
Paris thau those already mentioned, we 
may refer to certain magnificent establish­ 
ments far easier of access than the Rue 
Royale and the Jockey Club, where gam­ 
bling— especially baccarat—is played 
for 
very high stakes. 
Of these the principal 
ones are the Presse, the W ashington, aud 
the American—the last generally called 
the Colonel, from the sufficiently well- 
known^ 
fact 
th at 
all 
Americans 
are 
Colonels. 
1 he Presse is frequented by 
the better ciass 01 journalists—men who 
make large sums of money bv their pens, 
and who q end the greater part of these sums 
in gambling. 
Then there are rich stock 
' brokers, financial dabblers, k tout boulevard 
—that unknown quantity which certainly 
exists, but which it is so difficult to define. 
A ll these men are prepared to risk a 
thousand louis in the bank, and at the 
W ashington and the Colonel the plav is 
even higher. 
H ere Americans, and’in- 
deed all strangers, are adm itted with less 
form ality than in other clubs, and it was 
at the (. olonel th at Mr. Benzon—in sport­ 
ing parlance—“skinned the lamb” to the 
extent of some £12,000 during his stay in 
Paris two years ago. 
These clubs are 
openly spoken of as tripots or “h e lls” by 
those .who frequent them . 
T heir verv ex­ 
igence depends upon the members "gam­ 
bling, and indeed they were founded for 
uo other purpose. 
Baccarat i- one of those games which, 
in the long run, means certain ruin. 
The 
banker pays 5 ;s-r cent, for the advantage 
that he has in dealing—namely, that when 
his adversaries ask for cards the cards he 
give them are turned up, and he can, 
therefore, gather very clearly what iioints 
they have and can make a very shrewd 
calculation as to w hether or not he ought 
to take a card himself. 
This 5 per cent, 
goes to the benefit of the club, which thus 
makes enormous profits during the evening 
w hether any of the players have won or 
not. If a given number of players were to 
sit down and play baccarat, each with a 
6tated sum of money, it would only be a 
question of time for the united amount to 
have passed into the caqnottc or pool, and 
for no ene to be any richer save the pro­ 
prietor of the club.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR SACRAMENTO. 
There has been a great deal of “talk'’ at 
times, scattered over many years, about 
the need in Sacramento of manufacturing 
establishments. But most of the “talk 
has evaporated in sound. Of course man­ 
ufacturing is always the response to a de­ 
mand and a safe market, but in a degree 
there is a demand that can be created by 
diversion of trade from foreign or distant 
depots of supply to those of our own, for 
instance. The city or otner community 
that is dependent upon a single, or even 
two great institutions for its manufactur­ 
ing business, is not in an enviable condi­ 
tion, because the suspension or diminution 
of one or both works immediate panic in 
the community. 
The town dependent 
upon one large manufacturing concern 
may be likened to an insurance company 
with all its risks within the possibility of 
a single conflagration. 
It follows that that town is l>est condi­ 
tioned that has a number of prosperous 
factories employing distinct grou]>s of 
skilled workmen. That town is still bet­ 
ter favored where this number of manu­ 
factories represent dissimilar products; for 
where there is but one kind of manufact­ 
ure carried on, depression in the market 
of that product is much the same in its 
effects upon the community as where there 
is hut one factory upon which the people 
place dependence, for there must come 
times in all activities that are dull, and 
periods in which there will be industrial 
stagnation and even absolute suffering. 
The question that ought to agitate the 
minds of well-wishers of Sacramento now 
is that of manufactures. There is reason 
to believe that at no time has the question 
ever l>een wisely handled here. There 
have been, within the last fifteen years, a 
half dozen propositions by capital to estab­ 
lish large plants of various kinds here, but 
only one of them has Wen realized. Some 
of those that have offered have been car­ 
ried out in other localities and are pros- 
j>erous an<l great Wnefits to such com­ 
munities. Perhaps it will not profit us to 
review the reasons for the failure of Sac­ 
ramento to secure these manufacturing 
plant», or why those she once had were 
lost. It may well W said that the past 
should bury its own dead, and that it is 
sufficient to consider the present. 
So far as the question of high and low 
taxation enters into the matter now, that 
branch of the subject can W dismissed 
with the suggestion that any worthy man­ 
ufacturing industry can W assured bountv 
sufficient to counterbalance the tax rate. 
YVhat have we, then, to encourage the be­ 
lief that manufactories might W enlisted 
for Sacramento, as they have Wen for sev­ 
eral near point* ? There is consumption 
in the central and northern ]>ortions of the 
State for manufactured products that 
'ought to W made at home, and there is 
reason to Wlieve such consumption will at 
an early day W greatly augmented by 
influx of population, following the qui­ 
etude of the last two years in the move­ 
ment of |>eople. 
The centrality of the city, and its nota­ 
bly fine means of distribution over diverg­ 
ing lines of rail and by river, are advan­ 
tages of a lugh order that can W used 
with much force. Security of structures 
from the assaults of the rivers can W 
guaranteed upon uplands or, for the matter 
of that, anywhere in the city, with far 
greater certainty than the West can insure 
against storm elements. There is now 
nearly completed at Folsom works for the 
utilization of water power of the first 
order, by means of which motive power 
may W transmitted to this city at a cost 
so low as to eliminate the question of fuel 
for creation of steatn. Added to these ad­ 
vantages are those of a purely climatic 
order, and which are of weighty import in 
several kinds of manufacture. , Dry atmos­ 
pheres in a large number of lines of man- 
facture are essential, as well as long and 
reliable seasons free from humidity. 
The erection of works in this city in­ 
volves far less outlay than in most other 
places, since ground roeni is ample and 
there is broad margin for choice. There 
is not, therefore, nearly so great a demand 
for large fixed capital here as in San Fran­ 
cisco where ground rents are exceedingly 
high and occupation represents the lock­ 
ing up of a large capital. Even if the ad­ 
vantages the Folsom works offer for ample 
power are counted out, the capacity for 
natural motive jx>wer is not cut oil, for it 
is a well-known fact that from three or 
four other sources water power can W se­ 
cured at not such great outlay as is gener­ 
ally supposed, and there are those who 


hold that even the capability of the Amer­ 
ican river to furnish it below Folsom has 
not at any time been fully inquired into. 
The possibilities in these directions, with 
the mountain supplies so near us, have 
not, we insist, been sufficiently explored. 
Every «energy should be directed toward 
the possibility of establishing here a 
varied line of manufactories. The people 
of this city could by no possible means 
make a better investment than the crea­ 
tion of a fund to insure first cheap power, 
and second reduced taxation. With these 
essentials, both of comparative easy pos­ 
sibility, the invitations to manufacturers 
would not need to be very urgent. A 
factory employing 200 hands steadily is 
worth a half-dozen political conventions 
and a dozen sessions of the Legislature, so 
far as the distribution of money is con­ 
cerned. We may as well as not have six 
or seven large factories located here, if 
there is put into the effort to secure them, 
one-kalf the energv that the talk concern­ 
ing public advancement of local interests 
indicates as latent in the community. 
We are convinced that the two essen 
tials already referred to can be secured 
without vast outlay, and as to all else, we 
are equally certain that Sacramento offers 
to manufacturing interests advantages that 
are superior to those of most other points 
in the State. The subject is one that 
should be taken up coolly, discussed from a 
business standpoint and with a spirit of 
earnest determination. If that is done, 
we are confident that the result will be 
eminently satisfactorily. In short, Sacra 
niento is sleeping upon fine opportunities. 
A SINGULAR SITUATION IN A KING 
DOM. 
Concerning some recent remarks in 
the 
B e c o rd -U XION 
touching Danish 
politics, we are asked why it is that so 
good a King as Christian is not popular, 
and why in a monarchy so peaceful, and 
generally successful, there is manifest a 
democratic spirit? 
So far as the latter question is concerned 
it may be said that there is no better 
reason to be advanced for the development 
of the democratic spirit anywhere, or in 
afiy time, than that man by nature is free, 
and seeks sooner of later to be his own 
master. The aspiration is inborn, and 
circumstances only serve to repress or to 
stimulate it to manifestation. In Den­ 
mark the King has been at issue with his 
parliament from the hour of his accession 
to„ the throne. 
If any one has an idea 
that the Danish people are so mild tem­ 
pered and easy going that government of 
them is a mere pasttime, a grievous error 
is entertained, and no one is better quali­ 
fied than King Christian to disabuse one 
of the idea. 
In fact, the spirit of dem­ 
ocracy has had some resting place in the 
Danish character from time immemorial. 
The present King, good man is he is, how­ 
ever, is of the most ultra purple. He has 
no faith in or respect for republican insti­ 
tutions, and he submits to representative 
forms simply because he cannot help him­ 
self. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that 
he does not let slip any opportunity to 
snub the representative branch of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
For many years the King has had as his 
premier and confidential adviser a man af­ 
ter his own heart, but one far wiser, and 
who is an accomplished statesman, Herr 
Estrup. He is a fearless man. and snaps 
his fingers at those who threaten him. He 
has more than once been doomed, if we are 
to believe the stories of enmity against 
him, but hg laughs at plots and pursues 
his aristocratic course. 
His energy, 
evolved from a diminutive and sickly 
frame, is something wonderful, but his big 
brain is absolutely tireless; his enemies 
are allowed no sleep, they must lie con­ 
stantly alert, to match Estrup. 
In Denmark the Crown would enlarge 
the military equipment, augment royal 
privileges, and thus indirectly narrow- 
popular rights and belittle representation; 
but the Crown must have the consent of 
the legislative body to increase the budget, 
and when the lower house, or Folkething, 
refuses its consent, and the houses cannot 
agree, the King has the power to dissolve 
the Parliament, or Rigsdag. In that event 
he can, by edict, accomplish that for which 
the Folkething refused its consent. This 
governmental peculiarity enables the 
King and the Folkething to keep up a 
running duel, and as that body has in it 
sufficient courage and democratic senti­ 
ment to act upon measures negatively to 
annoy the crown it is easy to understand 
why the two parties keep each other in 
hot water continually. 
But outside of the political discord in 
which he is involved King Christian is 
beloved. Ilis personal life is pure, his in­ 
tegrity is unimpeachable, he is a devoted 
father and an irreproachable husband. 
His wife is a brilliant woman, far-seeing, 
and a model queen. She is his elder, but 
retains much of the vigor of youth and the 
grace of yonng womanhood. She is a 
noble mother, and her hou-ehold is a 
model for the royalty of all Europe. She 
abhors idleness, and all her daughters 
know how to discharge all housewifely 
duties and to do well and thoroughly all 
housewifely labor. The Princess of Wales 
is, perhaps, the most accomplished of the 
daughters. The King and Queen have 
thirty-three grandchildren and it is said 
that with not one of them have they ever 
had a cross word. It is stated that at 
Fredensborg, not far from Elsinore, the 
King and Queen sometimes have about 
them the Crown Prince Frederick, their 
son, and his family; the King of Greece, 
their son, and his household ; the Duchess 
of Cumberland, their daughter, and her 
household ; the Empress of Russia, their 
daughter, with the Emperor, also; the 
Princess of Wales and her husband and 
their children, and that the entire group, 
with a host of small children besides, can 
be seen about the village shopping, or rid­ 
ing, or wandering through the parks and 
lanes, for the families art lielievers in 
plenty of vigorous exercise, and delight to 
throw aside care and enjoy themselves in 
rural fashion. 
While, therefore, the Danes quarrel 
with their King, they esteem him highly 
as a man, and as for his wife, the Queen, 
they fairly worship her. 
As for the 
Kipg’s Cabinet, it is heai tily hated by the 
liberal or free-thinking element, which is 
forever conspiring to cause it trouble. On 
its part, the Cabinet represents the King’s 
dislike for republican sentiment, and the 
enlargement of the power of the people, i 


The present difficulty 
between the 
King’s Cabinet and the Folkething is the 
old trouble. The Government each ses­ 
sion submits, as it is required to do, to the 
lower House a financial bill, and the 
House, oftener than not, rejects it, or at­ 
tempts to use it as a whip to compel the 
King and the upper House, or Lands- 
thicg, to yield on contested points in other 
matters. When the lower House, which 
comes direct from the people, cannot pre­ 
vail, it refuses to pass the budget. Then 
the Bigsdag is adjourned, and the King 
issues a decree for a provisional budget, 
under the clauses in the Constitution that 
empowers him in case of urgent necessity 
to promulgate laws. At the next session 
the Bigsdag must ratify those edicts. Of 
course the Folkething steadily refuses, 
while the Landsthing as readily approves. 
The Supreme Court has decided that the 
consent of one branch of the Rigsdag is 
sufficient to give the decrees the eflect of 
law, and so the game of wits and stubborn 
ness goes on. 
There is in all Europe no more signifi­ 
cant example of persistency in politics 
than this of the FolkethiDg of Denmark. 
It has stood oufnow these twelve years on 
the annual budget, and has in that tyne 
dared to defy the power of the crown and 
the statesmanship and cunning of Estrup. 
The people stand behind the Folkething 
and send tip to it democratic representa­ 
tives sufficient to keep the thorn in King 
Christian’s side working in the old politi­ 
cal sore. 
Gne great ambition of the King is to 
impregnably fortify the Capital. He has 
become a “crank” on the subject, and can 
not be induced to forego the idea. Yet it 
is a useless scheme, for Denmark, if the 
other powers at any time should choose, 
could be crushed an egg shell, though the 
whole kingdom were walled about with 
the best known fortifications of military 
art. But the King is determined to earn­ 
out his plans, and the Folkething is just 
as determinedly resolved that he shall not 
do so with its consent. Consequently it 
annually refuses its approval to his plans, 
and each year the people at the polls con­ 
demn his scheme. He issues his decree 
declaring “necessity,” and the work goes 
on. But in 1888 the Ministry made a slip 
and elaborated new plans for fortifications 
while Parliament was in session, and failed 
to submit them to the lower house. This 
rendered the Ministry liable to indictment, 
and it was proposed to proceed to their 
j'unishment, when longer heads sugges­ 
ted that it would be useless, inasmuch as 
the Landsthiug, or the House of Nobles 
and Proprietors, would have the nomina­ 
tion of the Judges of the Court, and that 
would be equivalent to acquittal. 
The last year the King sent in estimates 
and a budget for 3,599,000 kroner to com­ 
plete the defenses of Copenhagen, aud 2,­ 
000,000 kroner for arms, arsenals and the 
marine forces. W ith accustomed regu­ 
larity the Folkething “sat down” upon 
the hills. Then the King issued a decree 
establishing a gendarmerie, and decreed 
appropriations for its support, but the 


Folkething pocketed the bill. As the 
houses could not agree, the Bigsdag was 
prorogued, whereupon the King issued his 
provisional decree for appropriations for 
the gendarmerie, for guns, for the forts, 
the arsenals and the navy. Later in the 
year a new Folkething was elected by the 
people, and lo the majority against the 
King was larger than ever. So the con­ 
test goes on between crown and people, and 
what the end will be no man can tell. 
Happily for himself, King Christian is 
surrounded by powerful nations, which, for 
jealous reasons, if for no other, are inter­ 
ested in seeing him maintain the integrity 
of Denmark as an independent kingdom, 
and against such influences the people, 
moved by republican sentiments, are well 
aware they cannot prevaiL Thus, there­ 
fore, the contest outlined is likely to con­ 
tinue while King Christian lives, and pos­ 
sibly for a long time after his death. 


A t the East the old time discussion is 
revived, “Shall we kill murderers?” We 
really wish that the necessity for punish­ 
ing criminals did not exist; that it was 
possible to rid all communities of them 
without shockiug any sensibility. But 
until it can he shown that execution is not 
deterrent in its influence, capital punish­ 
ment is likelv to remain.

T he m em bers of th e F irst A rtillery Regi­ 
m ent w ill leave for Santa Cruz on A ugust 
2d, and are looking forw ard to the day 
w ith im patience. 
T here will undoubledly 
be a large n um ber of th e friends and fam ­ 
ilies of the guardsm en accom panying them , 
as has been th e custom on form er encam p­ 
m ents, and th e special train th at w ill leave 
here will surely be a large one. 
T he start w ill be m ade about 8 or 9 
o’clock th at night, and Santa Cruz w ill be 
reached th e follow ing m orning. 
Besides 
th e passenger coaches a freight car will be 
attached for carrying the trappings of the 
regim ent. 
T here was som e hesitation at first on the 
part of th e officers as to w h eth er or not 
Santa Cruz should be chosen as th e cam p­ 
ing grouna, b u t th e m ajority (and finally 
all of them ) agreed th at th e encam pm ent 
should be held there. 
It is th o u g h t the 
total cost w ill not exceed $3 000. 
Santa 
Cruz donates th e grounds and $250. 3nd the 
State appropriates $2,400 to th e re g im e n t; 
but as this is not sufficient to carry on an 
eight days’ encam pm ent, each o f th e com ­ 
panies are to be assessed $75 aud each com ­ 
m issioned officer $5, so th at there w iil be 
no lack o f funds.

C overed W ith G lass.

W ith all due re­ 
spect for th e editorial opinions expressed 
in W ednesday’s R ecord-I'.v io k in relation 
to th e preservation o f S u tter’s F o rt by in ­ 
closing it under a glass ar.d iron conserva­ 
tory, please allow m e to ask w hether such 
a m ethod w ould not be objectionable in 
various ways. 
Is it not certain th at so far 
as the decay of th e wooden part is con­ 
cerned, no advantage w ould be derived 
from a glass protection, inasm uch as ex­ 
perience has dem onstrated th at in our 
clim ate all ligneous substances attached to 
brick or adobe go to ru in u n d er a form of 
dry rot as quickly w hen sh u t in as w hen 
exposed to full currents of air? 
B ut there is a stronger argum ent acainst 
such a proposition in the discom fort to 
visitors during our long w arm season of 
th e year. 
A nyone w ho has been in a glass 
conservatory in th is vicinity during the 
sum m er m onths can realize the condition 
the a ir of the room s w ould oe in should 
such a rocf encase S u tter's F o rt. 
As the 
larger proportion of foreign visitors would 
go there on sunny days, m any w ould no 
doubt leave our city after an inspection of 
th e prem ises u n d er such conditions w ith 
stronger im pressions 
th an ever of the 
to rn d nature of our clim ate. 
Should the building be soon restored as 
nearly as possible to its original condition 
and all its w alls protected by first-class 
cem ent, such a structure, covered by a 
handsom e tiled roof on th e plan of Gov­ 
ernor S tanford's U niversity a t Palo A lto, 
w ould outlast several generations, and if 
surrounded by w ell-kept grounds would 
be far m ore im pressive to visitors as typify­ 
ing by its rude sim plicity tb e S p an ish - 
C alifornian life, th an if covered by any 
ornam ental structure of glass and iron.

In his narrative of the “Count of Mont ¿ 
Cristo” A lexander Dumas endeavor J to 
establish the proposition that thos ¿ w[10 
have suffered most are capable of c n j o v i n ^ 
most. 
If that be true, County Uangowski, 
an employe at Hudson A clothing store, 
D etroit, has an enorrjOUS capacity for ap­ 
preciating the goo'j things of life, though 
even his presera straitened circumstances 
do not perejil an excessive indulgence in 
them . 
Count Langowski, as he would be 
entitled to be called in Poland, though 
preferring plain F rank Laugowski, resides 
at 50-5 Frem ont street, w ith his wife and 
two children. 
lie is very short of stature, 
very thick set, very white-haired, though 
only 54 years old, and very cheerful in dis­ 
position, notw ithstanding his sufferings 
entitle him to be known as a man of many 
sorrows. 
H e speaks eight languages, in 
one of which he detailed to a representa­ 
tive of the Free Press the thrilling story of 
his life, how for fourteen years he was a 
Busman political prisoner in,the wilds of 
Siberia—hated, 
despised, 
beaten 
with 
stripes starved and frozen. 
“It was in 1S03 that the Poles rebelled 
against Russia,” said he in very fair Eng­ 
lish. 
“i was then twenty-seven years old, 
single, and lived with my father, Count 
Laugowski, on a large farm near W arsaw. 
M y father’s estate was large, and he was 
one of tlie leading 
noblemen 
of 
the 
state. 
The rebel general, Tuezanowski, 
billeted ¿>00 of his troops upon us, and 
although our family had in nowise partici­ 
pated in the revolt, to refuse the levy 
meant expatriation. 
Therefore my father 
acquiesced. Against the*e 500 troops R us­ 
sia -ent 3 70<i men and ixty cannon. 
The 
battle was short and de< i.sivc, resulting 
in the 
killing and capturing of the 
whole 500. 
hux horses from our stable 
that had been pressed into sevice were 
killed, and two of our men who were 
driving. 
The third man was whipped 
nearly to death alter the capture and t vert 
bayoneted. 
I 
was taken 
prisoner and 
soon set out with hundreds of others on 
our 
way to 
Siberia. 
T hink 
of _a 
journey 
of 
over 
three 
thousand 
miles 
on 
foot, 
requiring 
thirteen 
months, with heavy chains on each ankle 
and chained by the wrist to another in a 
gang of one hundred! 
That is the way we 
made the trip, most of the tim e’ the 
weather being bitterly cold, with the 
meanest kind of clothing, and only allowed 
seven copecks, less than five cents, a day 
for food. 
A t night we slept in etapes, 
long, low log or stone sheds, erected every 
ten miles along the way, more ofteu w ith­ 
out fire than with it, always hungry, al­ 
ways cold, and always in pain from the 
galling chains. 
A t last, after thirteen 
months of misery, we arrived at the end of 
our journey, to encounter wor=e' misery 
still. 
I was set to work in the quicksilver 
mines. 
Three months is as long as any 
hum an being can stand it to work in those 
mines. 
Many die in the mines and many 
soon after leaving them. The fumes of the 
mercury rot the bones, loosen the teeth 
and leave the man a total wreck. W hen I 
had partly regained my health after this 
experience, I, with others, was set to dig­ 
ging holes in the ground. 
The holes were 
not designed for any use whatever, but 
were’ dug just to keen us at work, and it 
was while thus engaged that I received 
my first whipping. 
I was too weak to 
smooth the side of the hole as nicely as 
the officer wanted it, and simply told him 
so. 
For that I was taken to the whipping 
bench, laid on my face and fastened down 
by three thongs, one of which was passed 
over the neck, one over the body and one 
over the legs, so arranged that a man can 
not make the least movement. 
I received 
eighty blows with the knout, and was two 
months and a c alf in the hospital before I 
could leave my bed.” 
“I low are these knouts constructed ?” he 
was asked. 
“They are stout leather, the points of 
the lashes heavily loaded with lead, and 
a blow from them in the hands of a strong 
man is as bad as a stroke from a }>olice- 
mau's club. 
1 have seen men killed at 
the third stroke. 
After my first whipping 
I received another of 125 lashes for calling 
a soldier a dog who had bayoneted a pris­ 
oner in cold blood. 
I was nearly killed 
and it was nearly a year before I could re­ 
sume work. 
The scenes of brutality to be 
witnessed on all sides were simply fright­ 
ful. 
The killing of prisoners by the sol­ 
diers was terrible. 
They were’ under no 
restraint whatever, and the poor prison­ 
ers were even killed for uttering the 
slightest 
word . in 
protest 
against 
the 
most 
horrible 
murders. 
Out 
of the 95,000 prisoners sent to Siberia by 
the Russian Government at the end of the 
rebellion I don't believe 5,000 ever got 
back alive. 
And not one of them guilty of 
a crime, but simply prisoners of war. 
But 
if the fate of the men was hard, th at of the 
women was infinitely more so. 
No princi­ 
ple of honor or even common decency was 
observed with them. 
They were whipped 
w ith stout gads instead of the knout—that 
is the only difference I was ever able to 
observe. 
They were debauched, whipped 
and poisoned to death in the hospitals by 
hundreds 
and everv public 
indecency 
heaped iq>on them. 
Even their efforts at 
suicide were laughed at as a joke.” 
“ IIow are prisoners fed 7” 
“They are divided into squads of 100, 
w ith two soldiers, two cooks and a baker 
to each squad. 
One day’s rations for the 
whole 105 consists of ten pounds of meat, 
ten pounds of barley and ten pounds of 
sauerkraut and two pounds of black bread 
per man. The meat, barley and sauerkraut 
are all cooked in a mess, and while the 
soldiers, cooks and baker live well, all that 
is left for the 100 is dishwater.” 
“Do the prisoners always wear a ball 
and chain ?” 
“Always.” 
. 
Mr. Langowski 
then 
exhibited his 
ankles, which show great holes where the 
ulcers produced bv the chains had eaten to 
the bone. 
H is back still bears the most 
frightful scars of his flagellations. 
“How long where you sentenced for?” 
“Six years asa prisoner in chains, and six 
years as a prisoner under surveillance. A t 
the end of six years I was obliged to sup- 
J 
>ort myself, bnt was required to report 
laily to a certain officer. 
I 
supported 
myself by making cigarettes, and then 
after thirteen years I was given a passport 
back to I’oland. 
A man cannot travel 
half a mile in Russia without a passport. 
I begged my way from town to town, 
and when about half way back received 
some money from my sister. 
On reaching 
home I received an order from the Czar 
requiring 
me to quit 
Poland 
w ithin 
twenty-four hours under pain of death. 
I had just tune to m arry the girl I was 
betrothed to and hurried away to Cracow, 
thence to Antwerp where a Polish friend 
assisted me to America. 
I have been here 
ten years, and although I am very poor 
nothing on earth would induce to leave 
American soil."

D ry den published h b works by subscrip­ 
tion. 
A t first he had difficulty in obtain­ 
ing money for h b manuscripts. 
H e of­ 
fered h b “Trollus and Cressida” to Tonson 
for £50, but the bookseller could not raise 
the money. 
Dryden then applied to La- 
valle, another bookseller, for a portion of 
the copy money, aud the two booksellers 
lublished the work conjointly. 
Dryden, 
ike h b fellows, prepared plays for the 
stage, which were more rem unerative than 
h b poems and translations publbhed as 
books. 
Dryden’s “Translation of V irgil” was 
one of bis most successful enterprises. 
It 
was publbhed by subscription, and D ry­ 
den received about £1,200 for the transla­ 
tion. 
H e was less successful w ith h b “F a­ 
bles,” which contained about 72,000 lines. 
The work included “A lexanders Feast,” 
one of the noblest odes in our language. 
Tonson gave him 250 guineas for it, and 
offered to make up the amount to £300 
when a second edition was called for. 
Dryden dedicated the book to the beautiful 
Duchess of Ormonde, and received for his 
incense a present of £500—a donation 
worthy of th at noble house. 
T he book, 
however, went off' slowly; fifteen years 
elapsed before a second edition was called 
for, and the poet was by th at tim e in his 
grave. 
Tonson paid the agreed surplus to 
Lady Sylvester, daughter of one of Lady 
Elizabeth Dryden’s daughters, for the ben­ 
efit of his widow, then in a state of lunacy. 
Pope was much more successful than 
Dryden. 
As the success of Tonson had 
been founded on the reputation of Dryden 
th a t of L intott was established by his con­ 
nection w ith Pope. Three thousand copies 
of the “Rape of the Lock” were sold in 
four days, while a new edition was in the 
press. 
Pope was even more fortunate 
w ith his translations from the Greek. 
L intott published for him , by subscrip­ 
tion, the translation of H om er’s “Iliad,” 
by which Pope realized the sum of £5,320. 
The translation 
o f the “Odyssey” was 
not so successful, yet it realized £2,885, 
the largest sums earned at th at tim e for 
this description of literary work, and per­ 
haps not since exceeded.— Murray's Maga-

POISONING AS AI ART. 


TEHBIBLE CAREER OF THE MAEQUISE 
DE BKINVILLIEES. 


The Cup oí Cold Faltón Ha» Always Pos­ 
sessed a Curlpu» Fascination- 
Notable toisoner».

The art of poisoning appears to have 
possessed a curious fascination for the hu­ 
man mind from the earliest ages. 
W hen 
the world was quite young and the desire 
to poison was unassisted by scientific re­ 
search, simple but fatal weapons, such as 
hemlock, deadly nightshade, the berries of 
the yew tree or the seeds of the common 
laburnum were adopted. 
The natives of the East and W est Indies 
resort to opium, tobacco and principally to 
cocculus (a berrv a little larger than a pea, 
w ith a dark-brown exterior inclosing a 
wrinkled shell and a yellowish, oily seed) 
to pay oft' old grudges. 
In Bengal the 
thugs are supposed to employ a decoction 
of datura, or ordinary thorn apple, to 
stupefy before killing or robbing their vic­ 
tims: and another decoction of this plant 
is frequently used by Mussulmans, produc­ 
ing short and pleasurable trances, but 
speedily bringing about death; while datur- 
ine, which is probably one of the strongest 
narcotic poisons known, is freely employed 
in Africa, and from it comes the fatal “d ri” 
of the gypsies, according to poison lore. 
Among the red Indians the poison skill­ 
fully extracted from the fangs of the cobra 
cajtello is said to be the means of sending 
an enemy to the “happy hunting-grounds.” 
Poisoning on the European continent 
was brought to the highest perfection 
aiwut the fifteenth or sixteenth centurv, 
and at one time became a veritable epi­ 
demic in England, so much so that dab­ 
bling in this devilish art was ordered to be 
punished by the horrible death of being 
boiled. 
Universal history hands us down the 
Borgias as heading the list of rem arkable 
■oisoners. and to he regarded with horror 
iy m ankind; but bad as they were, they 
■were surely not so detestable as the mis­ 
creants, who, to serve some selfish trivial 
end, or from greed of vengeance or jeal­ 
ousy, adm iuister in cold blood the treach­ 
erous death-cup and watch w ith sympa­ 
thetic faces the death-throes of the unsus­ 
pecting victims. 
Awful as the assertion seems, it is a pos­ 
itive fact that (voisoniug has a far stronger 
fascination for women than it has for men. 
W omen, whom we invest with 
softer 
hearts and more gentle feelings than tiie 
other sex, have more frequently committed 
this especial crime with an appalling sang 
froid, which has, w ithout doubt, tended to 
elude all suspicion. 
How many trusting but uninteresting 
husbands, how many handsome but fickle 
lovers were dispatched in the tw irling of 
an eve into eternity by the draught pro­ 
vided by Spara, the old Roman fortune tel­ 
ler—a potent, infallible draught which 
quickly grew so popular that it was sold 
for two centuries freely, finally under the 
agreeable name of “M anna of St. Nicola.” 
Stories wonderful and problematical are 
told us as to the real mode of preparing this 
celebrated poison; for instance, the saliva 
of a human being driven almost crazy by 
continuous tickling of the soles of the feet 
was one of the principal ingredients in the 
composition; also that the foam on a rabid 
uog's tongue'was an essential adjunct. 
I t 
is any way an indisputed fact that this 
same aqua di perugia, no m atter of what it 
was composed, killed over six or seven 
hundred |>ersons in an incredibly short 
space of time. 
Poisoning came to a climax in France 
under the fourteenth Louis, when the 
women La Voisin and La Vigoureux plied 
the trade qnite undisturbed—and it was 
many years before they met their just due 
by being burned alive. 
And just before 
the same period the well-known C ardinal 
de Bongy rid him self of his numerous 
creditors by poisoning, escaping through 
Church influence all punishment forhis 
crime. 
To show the taste for poisoning th at ex­ 
isted at this time we can quote tbe soldier 
who, on being told off to rid the Duke of 
O u se of an enemy by assassination, de- 
nn. red to this method of killing, saying 
tlr • ne was quite willing to poison the in- 
div dual in question. 
About 1670, too, the 
fa n .' is, or rather infamous, Marquise de 
Br 
.illiers came prom inently to the fore. 
Ili-tory gives her as an anomalystical be­ 
ing enough—a rare compound of cruelty, 
passion and piety—a cool and smiling 
murderess, bearing a brave front and placid 
brow to hide a black heart—and yet al­ 
most a bigot in her creed. 
U nder a guise of charity she moved 
among the sick and poverty-stricken, an ap­ 
parent angel of goodness, U tte r in g divine 
precepts a n d words of comfor i to the ac­ 
tual victims of her fiendish art—for to 
test the diabolical cencoction called “suc­ 
cession powder" shq carried on wholesale 
slaughter among the unfortunate inmates 
of the H otel Dieu, and. having thoroughly 
convinced herself of its efficacy in the de­ 
struction of human life, she at once com­ 
menced to experimentalize on her own 
father out of vengeance for his supposed 
share in the incarceration of ÍSt. Croix— 
her lover—in the Bastile. 
It seems almost incomprehensible how 
this monster in woman’s loveliest shape 
could have delilicratelv gone on, month 
after mouth, adm inistering the fatal m ix­ 
ture interlarded with filial care and hyjto- 
critical fondness, until, her patience ex­ 
hausted, she arrived at the apex of her 
desire by a double dose. 
Though this tragedy occurred centuries 
ago, it does not require a very vivid imag­ 
ination to picture the last hours of tbe 
unfortunate Dreux d’Aubray, blessing w ith 
his dying breath the devoted attendant in 
his mysterious illness, the daughter whose 
fair face had bent so tenderlv over his 
own, and whose soft, white hand had so 
carefully smoothed bis pillow. 
Once he was buried la belle Marquise, 
shielded by her rank, but principally by 
her world-wide reputation for goodness 
and piety, from suspicion even, went on 
her way rejoicing. 
She bad revenged the wrongs of her 
lover by killing her father. 
H er designs on her husband only proved 
abortive by the autidotes given him by St. 
Croix, who it was believed was loth to 
have the widow thrown on his hands, but 
at the same time he assisted her in remov­ 
ing her brothers and sisters out of her 
path, so that she m ight be left sole posses­ 
sor of the d ’Aubray fortune. 
After this ensued a iifeof lavishuess, in­ 
trigue and unholy orgies, while the M ar­ 
quise de Brinvilliers to >k Paris by storm 
with her brilliancy and the beauty that 
was a revelation. 
But “murder will out." 
St. Croix, who had with unheard-of 
callousness made away with life after life, 


died suddenly, his glass mask having acci­ 
dentally fallen off while he was deep in 
the preparation of the poison (anhydrpus 
prussic 
acid, some historians say, the 
operation of which is extremely rapid, 
causing death in a few seconds even if ap­ 
plied to the eye or inhaled as vapor), and 
among the man’s possessions documents 
were found inculpating the Marquise. 
She managed to get away to England, 
but an unlucky star made her seek shelter 
in a Belgian convent. 
From this she was 
decoyed back to the arena of her terrible 
exploits—Paris—by a wolf 
in sheep’s 
clothing, otherwise an officer of justice dis­ 
guised as a priest. 
She protested her innocence stoutly, 
but, being put to the torture, she con­ 
fessed fully and freely and exultingly to 
all her crimes, even to having swept away 
a whole fam ily from the face of th e earth 
simply to serve some frivolous purpose of 
her own. 
She was beheaded in 1076, and 
it was the horror inspired throughout the 
country by her deeds that made K ing 
Louis institute the celebrated “chamber 
ardente” for the purpose of investigating 
cases of secret poisoning, and such well- 
known and exalted people as the Mare- 
chael de Luxembourg and the Princess 
Louise of Savoy were exam ined by it on 
grave suspicion.

LICENSING 
BILL. 


The “Grand Old Man” Makes a Vigorous 
Speech on It. 


L o n d o n , June 13th.—The debate on the 
liceusiug bill was continued in the House 
of Commons this evening. 
There was a long discussion of Ackland s 
proposition to apply the 
compensation 
funds to education. 
Gladstone made a vigorous speech. The 
opponents of the bill bad. he said, laken a 
distinctly retrograde step in social reform, 
and demanded that the funds be applied 
toward education. Public boose values 
had already risen through the prospects 
advised by the measure, and the mo­ 
m ent it became a law 
every public 
house in the country would be regarded 
as worth more than the market price. The 
bill would establish the principle that 
licenses might be brought up by the money 
from public taxes at prices virtually fixed 
bv license-holders. The am endm ent that 
the legal powers of the magistrate rem ain 
intact, is merely delusive in the face of the 
entire character of the bill. The am end­ 
m ent really means the endowment of a 
gigantic interest at the e; >»nse of the pub­ 
lic purse. It would eni.iely paralyze all 
hope of effecting a reduction in the num ­ 
ber of public houses w ithout ruinous cost 
to the country. 
Goschen charged that the responsibility 
for the enhanced value of public houses 
rested greatly with Gladstone, who had, he 
said, laid down tbe doctrine of compensa­ 
tion. 
Gladstone retorted that be never spoke 
on the subject except in connection with 
local option and the extinction of public 
bouses. 
Goscbtn quoted John Bright as to the 
justice of canceling licenses w ithout g iv iD g 
compensation theretor, and declared that 
“ the fanatical opposition" to the bill was 
due to jealousy. 
Sir George Trevelyan characterized the 
bill as tbe worst proposal of tbe kind ever 
subm itted to Parliam ent and a severe blow 
to the cause of temperance. 
Finally tbe long debate ended. Tbe clo­ 
ture was adopted, also Ackland’s proposal 
was rejected by a vote of 275 to 243. 
Tbe announcem ent of the figures was 
received with great applause by tbe oppo­ 
sition, who regarded the cutting down of 
the Government majority as a distinct vic­ 
tory for them. 
It is reported that if Smith resigns his 
seat in the Cabinet, he will be succeeded by 
Lord H artington, and Sir H enry Jam es 
will succeed Matthews, tbe Home Secre­ 
tary.

TAHOE TBOtrr HATCHERY. 


How tbe Work of Propagation is Pro­ 
gressing—Red Lake Trout. 
J. W. Woodbury, General Superintend­ 
ent of all'ihe hatcheries under the control 
of the California State Fish Commission, 
has a model establishment in the troutery 
at Tahoe City. Eugene W. Hunt is the 
local Superintendent of all work about the 
lake, while W. H. Shibley has the especial 
charge of the hatching department. Last 
year a million and a quarter red lake trout 
were planted in the little creeks that empty 
into Lake Tahoe from this institution, and 
this year the oatpnt will be at least 
2,000,000. 
There are at present in the troughs about 
150,000 young trout and 
some 600,000 
spawn in the baskets. On account of the 
im mense am ount of snow the past winter 
the streams running into the lake have 
been so high and the water so cold that 
most 
of 
the 
fish 
rem ained in 
the 
deep 
water, 
and 
there 
was 
experi­ 
enced considerable 
difficulty 
in 
pro­ 
curing spawn. Now that 
the snow is 
all gone from the lake and the streams 
falling, the trout are comiDg out, and there 
will be little trouble in getting all that 
may be needed during the coming six 
weeks. 
The hatchery work is m uch appreciated 
in that section, and everybody lends what 
assistance they can towards furthering 
th ;s interest, and those 
in charge are 
especially grateful to Commodore J. A. 
Todman, whose favors in the way of trans­ 
portation and accommodations by bis nu ­ 
merous steamers and employes have been 
unstinted. An invitation to visit and in­ 
spect tbe hatchery is extended to tourists 
and the public generally. 


ELECTRIC FLASHES. 


Condensed Telegraphic Dispatches from 
All Parts of the World. 
The tem perature at New York yesterday 
was 56°, New Orleans 78, St. Louis 74, Cin­ 
cinnati 66, Chicago 66, W innipeg 60.

PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


A British Ship Reaches San Francisco in 
a Dilapidated Condition. 
S an F rancisco, June 13th.—The British 
ship Eudora. from Liverpool, came into 
port to-day after a perilous and fatal voy­ 
age. 
She sailed from Liverpool January 31st, 
and had fine weather to the equator. 
W hen off Cape H orn a succession of bitter 
west, northwest to westerly gaies were 
weathered. The ship was tossed about in 
.huge seas for twenty-one days. 
During 
one of the gales two boats were swept over­ 
board, and severe damage was done to the 
deck and to other parts of the ship. Tbe 
heaviest part of the hurricane lasted six­ 
teen hours, on April 18th. On that date, a 
young lad named David Marshall was or­ 
dered to the main yard. The lad reached 
tbe yard safely, and was about to descend 
when he was struck by a heavy wave, the 
im petus of which dashed him to the main 
rail, and before any of tbe crew could rush 
to his assistance, he rolled overboard and 
was drowned. 
The storm continued for several days, 
and the vessels’ sails were alm ost torn’to 
shreds.

Large Reservoirs. 
O m itting lakes, which are in many 
cases natural reservoirs, the largest reser­ 
voir or artificial lake in the world is the 
great tank of Dhebar, twenty miles south­ 
east of U daipur city, Rajputana province, 
India. 
It covers an area of twenty-one 
square miles. 
The masonry dam is 1,000 
feet long by 95 feet high, 50 feet wide at 
the base and 15 at the .top. 
In Southern 
India, also, there are some immense reser­ 
voirs. 
T hat of Cumbum in Cuddapath 
district is formed by darning the Gundla- 
kamana river by a dam 57 feet high 
thrown between two hills. 
T he reservoir 
has an area of fifteen square miles. 
The 
Sulkere reservoir in Mysore state is very 
little sm aller and next to Cumbum is the 
finest in Southern India. 
Compared with 
these artificial lakes, Loch K atrine (sup­ 
plying Glasgow), four aud one-half square 
miles, and Vyrnwy reservoir (supplying 
Liverpool), nearly two square miles, are 
insignificant in size. 
The M anchar tank 
in Scinde has an area of 180 square miles, 
but only when fed by the waters of the 
river during the months of flood. 
In dry 
m onths it shrinks t® quite a small area.
